 F"FFVHE Lords of His Majeſties Privy Council conſidering, that by the 
firſt Article of the late Inſtructions ; the Heretors and Liferenters 

are ordered to Stent the number of Horſe and Foot in the uſual 

way : Do declare, thatalbeit according to the Att of Parliament, the He- 
retors and Liferenters be lyable thereto, yet they are to have their relicf 
from the Tenants, whoſe proper Burthen it is to furniſh the Bodies of the 
Footmen and their Arms, and Pay, during the daysof the Rendezvous ; 
and the Heretors may accordingly force any of their Tenants orServants who 
are fitteſt: the reſt of the Tenants contributing for their ſeveral Proportions, 
. in the way formerly accuſtomed, either by Paroches, or otherwiſe, accor- 
ding as has been uſed 1n the reſpeQtive ; |

As to thethirdand fourth Articles of the faids Inſtruftions, whereby it 

1s appointed, that no Souldier, Horſe or Foot, be changed for another, and 
that no Horſe once received and liſted, be changed without conſent of the 
Leiutenantz Tt is ordered that no ſuch change be made without expreile 

conſent of the Leintenant, and two Commiſhionets of the Militia.

As to the fixth Article of the Inſtructions, where it is appointed, 
that Rendezvous be kept eight days every twoMofiths,for the ſpace of ten 
Monethe - Itis ordained , that the firſt Rendezvouz ſhall meet for this year, 


as 1s formerly appointed , =, upan the 12, and 24. of Azguſt reſpettive, 
and to continue together for 'eight daycs, and the next Rendezvouz to 


begin the firſt Wedneſday of OGober, and tocontinue together ſixteen days; 
And for the ſubſequent Years, it 1s appointed that the firſt Rendezvouz 
ſhall begin the firſt Wedneſday of Jure, and to continue for t1xteen dayes, 
and the next Rendezyouz to be upon the firſtWedneſday of OFober, and to 
continue then likewiſe for fixteen dayes, and fo forth tocontinue yearly 
thereafter 3 which two Rendezvouzes compleatsthe 32. dayee, payable by 


the Country. 
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As to the ninth Article, It is appointed, that the Militia Horſe be worth 
ten Pound Sterling, conform to the AQ of Parliament, and be fiftic eight 
Inches high, Atleaſt, that the Horſe be of ſufficient ſ17e, fit for Service. 


V. 

It is hereby declared,that theſe thatare liable in the FraQion, ſhall pay to 
the Leadersof Horſe, and Outreikers of Foot , their proportional parts of 
what is due forthe Pay both of Horſe and Foot, during the whole time they 
ſtay at theRendezyvouſes. _ 


Whereas, ſince the AG of Parliament 1n the Year 1653, Eſtabliſhing the 
Militia, by which there are 800. Foot, and 88. Horſe, appointed for the Shirc 
of Dumfreis; There is an late AR of Parliament disjoyning the Militia of 
che five Kirksof Eskdale fromthe faid Shire, and uniting theſameto rhe Mi- 
firiaof Roxbargh, whoſe proportion ofthe great Militia is one hundrcth Foo: 
and ten Horſe : The Lords of Council ordains the Proportion of the new
